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Competition That Is Wholesome 


AST’ ‘week Alfred Reeves, speaking through the columns | 
L of The Automotive Daily News, deprecated a tendency 
which has. become apparent recently in the automotive 
industry: to overemphasize competition among motor vehicle 
maniifaéturers. This is a point extremely well taken, 
because this talk of “cut-throat competition” is quite likely 
to create a false impression among the general public. The 
average man reading of intenSe competition developing in 
the industry is very likely to assume that such a condition 





| 
| 





will tend to lower prices. The obvious thought is that if 
manufacturers are going to be so hard put to sell their 
output, they are going to cut prices in the attempt to make 
sales. 

Now, the fact is that competition in the automobile 
industry *is and always has been extremely wholesome in 
character. There is enough of it to keep manufacturers on 
their toes, developing and improving their product, but there 
never has been such competition as tends in some industries 
to lowér quality to make price cuts possible. The fact is that 
the automobile manufacturers today are giving the greatest 
valué for the automotive dollar that ever has been offered. 
We believe that manufacturers generally will agree that 
drasti¢é price cuts on the present offerings are impossible if 
the quality is to be maintained. 

Of course, every company has got to hustle for business 
and has got to bend every effort toward making its opera- 
tions more efficient. Once upon a time the problem of the 
automobile industry was design. That was solved and then 
came manufacture. This has been solved and the American 
automobile industry stands supreme today in the field of 
efficient mass production. The problem now is largely one 
of putting sales and service on the same efficient basis that 
engineering and manufacture have achieved. 

For this reason competition in the automobile industry 
for some time to come is likely to be one of making the sales 
department more and more efficient; of cutting down waste 
motion and getting the car into the buyer’s hands at a less 
expenditure. 

And surely this is a healthy form of competition, tending 
to develop the efficiency of the entire industry. We have 
pointed out on numerous occasions that within the auto- 
mobile industry there exists co-operation to a degree that 
has never been attained in any other similar business. 


Two Kings Meet 


wi long ago in Florida there took place a meeting 
between two kings of industry that is extremely 
interesting. The two men were Henry Ford of Detroit and 
John D. Rockefeller of New York. In many ways these 
two men have been the outstanding figures of American 
business for the past fifty years. Time was when “John D.” 
was the synonym for all that wealth represents. Today the 
automobile manufacturer from Detroit probably has 
command of more actual money than any other individual 
ever possessed. The recent billion dollar offer for the Ford 
business indicates with fair accuracy exactly what the 
bankers think the Ford fortune is worth. It is scarcely out 
of order to call Henry Ford the first billionaire. There is 


not much doubt that there is at least one other company in 
the automobile industry which would bring a total valuation 
approaching that placed on the Ford company.

MOON EQUIPMENT YOLICY 


Editor. Automotive Daily News:—.; 


It has always been our practice 
here at the factory to sell our car 
for a certain discount from the Hst 
price without including any ac- 
cessories whats6ever. Where we 
see it is essential that some acces- 
sories are included, such as a half 
or a full set of snubbers, we follow 
the method of adding them on 
every car of a certain model and 
making a minimum extra charge to 
the dealer, but we do not include 
them in the list price of the car. 
Of course, there are some excep- 
tions on some of the higher priced 
closed models, in the way of a 
windshield wiper and a rear vision 
mirror, but as a general run all ac- 
cessories are omitted, or, if they 
are installed, an extra charge is 
made for same. 

We do, however, maintain an 
accessory department, handling 
such accessories as bumpers, bar 
caps, motometers, stop Hghts and 
tire coyers, and give the dealer an 
opportunity of purchasing these 
from us at very advantageous 
wholesale prices. These are usually 
not installed, but the cartons are 
included in the ffeight car ship- 
ment The dealer is not obligated 
to purchase them from us, how- 
ever, and only does so where it is 
to his advantage. 

This gives the dealer a chance 
to make an added profit if he can 
sell his car to his retail purchaser 
fully equipped, as the only thing 
we make on accessories by sélling 


them to the dealer is a mere 
han@aling charge. If the dealer pre- 
fers to sell his car to the retail 
purchaser unequipped, then he 
does not have the accessories on his 
hands, as we make no attempt to 
thake him take them. 


It has been our experience that 
the majority of our dealers sell our 
cars to the retail purchaser fully 
equipped, However, the dealer pre- 
fers to purchase his accessories 


either from us or from his acces- 
sory 


jobber separately from the 





| ear, as it gives him an’ opportunity 
,of making a longer profit from the 
Sale of the accessories, even 


[ones he may be able to get more 


| prospective buyers in his showroom 
;by advertising the cars delivered 
without accessories, thereby keep- 
ing down his delivered price. 

Nevertheless, we find that the re- 
tail purchaser wants the acces- 
sories and then he. usually. en- 
deavors to have the dealer throw in 
a set of bumpers or something of- 
that kind or he’ll work the “‘gag’’ 
of going elsewhere to buy his car. 
Therefore, we find that our dealers 
prefer to sell the cars fully equipped 
but prefer to buy their accessories 
separately from the car.

Philadelphia Transit Buys 218 Buses; 
Washington TruckSales 5,000 in 1926 








Philadelphia, Feb. 7.—An order 
for 218 gasoline-electric motor 
buses—100 single, 50 double deck, 
51 parlor car type, 17 smaller 
service units—has been placed by 
the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
Company with the Yellow Coach 
Manufacturing Company of Chi- 
cago, to be used in a program of 
expansion, as the officials say, 
‘where needed.” Last August it 
was reported that the company 
p'anned to extend its South Jer- 
sey service and send many more 
buses over the Delaware Bridge. 
Dillon, Read & Co., New York 
hankers, issued $1,900,000 in equip- 
ment trust certificates in connec- 
ion with the bus order, which will 
be filled as quickly as possible. 

P. R. T. at present operates 362 
motor buses over routes totaling 
*00 miles, in addition to which in- 
terurban routes are maintained to 
New York, Atlantic City, Baltimore 
and Washington.
